DYEING ARTIC 


LES AT HOME. 


WING to the appearance of ao many 
O simplified dyes “8 home use, it is now 
uite an easy matter to recolour 
materials. There are certain important points 
to be observed, however, if satisfactory 
results are to besobtai 
It is most essential, for example, to use suffi- 
cient dye. It is quite impossible to thoroughly 
immerse and saturate a bulk of material in a 
small quantity of liquid. A cake or cube 
of dye usually requires a pint of water, and 
this amount is sufficient to dye a pound of 
material only. It is an easy matter to weigh 
_ fabric and then prepare the dye bath 
roportion. 
the garment or material to be dyed must 
be perfectly clean before being placed in the 
dye. The material should be placed in the 
dye bath, taking care that every particle of 
it is covered by the liquid. It should be 
moved about occasionally, using a metal rod 
or a wooden stick for the pu Let it 
simmer for the time mentioned in the direc- 
tions, and then raise the garment from the 
bath on the sticks, whilst salt, in the pro- 
portion of four ounces to every pound of 
material, is added to the dye. Simmer again 
for twenty minutes. ‘he chemical action of 
the salt causes the dye to penetrate the fabric 
and makes the colour fast. 
Rinsing is a very important process. Severs! 
waters are necessary, and rinsing should con- 
tinue until the water is quite clear. 
Squeeze the garment gently from the water, 
and let it drip dry—out of doors if possible, 
The material should be pressed before it is 
quite dry, taking great care with this process, 
as the finish is very important, and can make 
or mar the whole operation. 
With a little practice it is possible to 
become an expert yer, and when the 
preliminary pepe have mastered, experi- 
ments in mixing colours will prove very 
fascinating.

FRENCH FINANCE. 


A VAGUE COMMUNIQUE. | = 


— 


From “ Tas Times” CORRESPONDENT, 
PARIS, Sunday. 
A Cabinet Council was held twice yester- 


day in order to consider the Government's 
financial programme. In the evening a lon 
arú somewhat vague communiqué was ind. 
The communiqué includes the statements that 
the Government has considered that it is its 
duty to concentrate the whole of its activity 
on the recovery of the franc to the exclusion 
jor the present of all other questions. It 
approved the composition of the Committee 
ot Experts selected by the Minister of 
Finance for the pu Sof watching the 
movements of the market and of making use- 
al proposals for the defence of the currency. 
Further, and in order to deel with the most 
pressing matters first, it refuses to contem- 
late any incréase of taxation which would be 
incompatible with the necessity of restoring 
confidence to those who save. It decides to 
proceed forthwith to the systematic codifica- 
tion contemplated by the Law of April 29, 
1926—the Budget—with a view to arriving 
at a clear limit of taxation not only accord- 
ing to the various categories’of taxpayers, 
but also according to the class of taxation. 


The Government contemplates the opening 


forthwith at the Banque de France of a 
special account, to which would be paid or 
transferred deposits in ‘foreign currencies 
which may have been made abroad by French 
subjects, and of which the French owners 
would be éntitled to claim the right of re- 
patriation, the liberty of capital not being 
restored—in accordance with the view ex- 
pressed by the JInter-Parliamentary Con- 
ference in London—until after a fairly com- 
plete return of this exported capital. The 
Council considers that there can be no ques- 
tion of new fiscal measures while the 
safety of the franc is at stake. The Govern- 
ment decides to carry out to a conclusion the 
report of the Superior Committee of Inquiry 
on the reduction to be made in administra- 
tive, civil, and military expenditure. 


The article of the Budget referred to is 


No. 8, and runs as follows :—'' There shall be 
undertaken, by decree made on the proposal 
ot a Commission, including at least three 
Deputies and two Senators, a codification 
of all the texts of laws and regulations 
concerning the formalities to be observed and 
the procedure to be followed regarding the 
whole field of income tax, its collection, and 
disputes. conrected therewith.“
